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IRRIGATION AND 
THE DOMINION RE- 
CLAMATION SERVICE 


(By E. F, Drake, Director of the Re- 
elamation Service.) 

As its name indicates, the “raison 
detre” of the “Reclamation Service,” 
a branch of the Department of the In- 
terior, is to facilitate the reclama- 
tion of semi-arid, or swampy lands, 
so as to make them available for 
settlement and productive cultivation. 
its work is chiefly confined to the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatche- 
wan, and the northerly half of Mani- 
toba where, under the “Irrigation 
Act,” the Dominion government con- 
trols all the sources of surface water 
supply and prescribes the procedure 
for the acquiring of right to the use 
of water, 

The work may be classified rough- 
jy in four main divisions: (1) Stream 
Measurement; (2) Irrigation; (3) 
Drainage, and (4) Domestic and Indus- 
trial Water Supply. 

Stream Measurement 
The Dominion government has, un- 


der the Irrigation Act, asserted its 
ownership of the sources of surface 


water supply as a trust to be adminis- 
tered for the benefit of the public. Ob- 
viously the proper administration of 
this trust requires a comprehensive 
knowledge of the nature and extent of 
the water supply. This knowledge 
can be’ obtained only by systematic 
measurement and observation which, 
in order to be reasonably accurate, 
must extend over # period of many 
years. Systematic stream measure- 
ment, technically known as_ hydro- 
metric surveys, was begun on a small 
scale in 1909 and has been carried on 
continuously since, the scope of the 
work being extended year by year 
as funds are made available. The 
work was at first confined chiefly to 
those districts in which irrigation was 
then practised, but has since been 
eradually extended to cover the more 
important streams throughout these 
provinces. 

The importance of the work of sys- 
tematic stream measurement has 
never been fully appreciated by the

The most effective remedy is inri- 
gation, where possible, and it is one 
of the chief duties of the Reclamation 
Service to determine by careful sur- 
veys how the water supply may best 
be regulated and controlled aud ap- 
plied to the land for irrigation. This 
involves careful study of each water- 
shed or drainage busin, the location 
and survey of reservoirs for the stor- 
age of flood waters, topographical sur- 
veys to determine the location and 
area of tracts suitable for irrigation, 
and further surveys to lay out canals 
to carry the water to the land. 

As the land is very largely in priv- 
ute ownership, and as the benefits 
of increased productivity under irri- 
gation will primarilly inure to the 
owners, und secondarily, to the prov- 
ince, in the form of increased tax- 
uble value, the Dominion government's 


* responsibilities have been held to ex- 


tend only to the stream measure- 
ment and survey work previously 
mentioned, and to such engineering 
advice and assistance as the locally 
interested landowners, or the provin- 
cial governments may request when 
actual development wor is under- 
taken. 

Surveys made in the early nineties 
-about, or shortly after the time of

several large irrigation projects now 
in partial operation, which have re- 
sulted in the effective reclamation of 
large areas of land formerly consid- 
ered fit only for grazing.

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THE WHEAT SITUATION IN 
EUROPE 

Irom information now being receiv- 
ed it becomes more and more evident 
that there is a general shortage in 
the world’s supply of wheat, elsewhere 
we refer to the condition of things in 
England and now there comes the 
report of the food situation in Italy 
which is furnished by Bradstreets 
agency. “Grave statements concern- 
ing Italy’s food position were made in 
the Italian Chamber, July 30, by Siy- 
nor Soleri, Food Commissioner. The 
harvest was disappointing, he report- 
ed, and despite requisitioning there 
would be only 12,000,000 instead of the 
40,000,000 quintals of wheat it had 
been hoped to obtain. To meet the 
needs of the population, the commis- 
sioner explained, Italy would be re- 
quired to purchase abroad about 30,- 
000,000 quintals. He added that as 
‘Argentina and India had placed em- 
bargoes on wheat exports, it was very 
doubtful whether Italy could obtain 
her requirements. Signor Soleri an- 
nounced that Italy had proposed, and 
Premier Lloyd George consented, to 
call a conference to discuss the prob- 
lem with a view to assuring Europe’s 
bread supply. He concluded by say- 
ing: “The entire truth must be told 
which is that the present crisis is the 
gravest that Italy had to endure. 
It can only be surmounted by a spirit 
of sacrifice and dicipline.” 

Following this is the report from 
France, which is as follows: 

“The wheat question, in spite of ex- 
cellent harvest prospects, is causing 
renewed anxiety in France, according 
to the London Economist's Paris let- 
ter. The normal wheat consumption 
of France is estimated at 80,000,000 
quintais, whereas the total yi ld of 
home-grown wheat is only 68,060,000 
quintals. This means, after the de- 
duction of 8,00,000 quintals for seed 
a deficit of 20,000,000 quintals which 
must be met by imports. If the whole 
of this quantity has to be purchased 
from‘ abroad, the balance of trade 
against France wills necessarily be 
} increased to the extent of some 4,000,- 
000,000 frances, with a subsequent in- 
in the cost of living.” 

This condition of things, of course 
| vin ereate a demand for every bushel 
of wheat Canada can produce, not only 
this year but for some years to come 
consequently the price of wheat can- 
not decline very much, unless specu- 
lators can get control of the marekt 
and force down the price to their own 
advantage. The continuance of the 
Wheat Board would have prevented 
this and would have assured to both 
the consumer and the producer an} 
equitable price. The farmer would 
have got the full value for his wheat 
on the one hand, and the consumer 
consumer would, on the other hand 
would, on the other hand, have been 
able to procure his flour almost 
at the cost of production. Any way 
the government will do well to keep 
a close eye upon the market and be 
ready to prevent any handling of the 
market on the part of speculators 
that will in any way increase the price | 
of flour to the hungry millions of 
Europe who so badly need it.

FAMOUS HERD DISPERSE D 
Following the recent death of the 
noted cattle breeder, Mossom Boyd, 
near Prince Albert, Saskatchewan, 
Canada, there were dispersed at the 
estate sale one of the most remark- 
able herds of cattle ever assembled 
in America. The historic herd of Po} 
led Herefords belonging to Mr. Boyd 
one of the original sources of 
breed in this country. He and 
Gamon, of Des Moines, Iowa, 
believers in Mendelian theory of 
1eredity, and in 1898 began the experi- 
ment of producing a variety of horn 
Herefords.

ways near Prince Albert. 

At the first auction sale of these 


new cattle held by Mr. Boyd at Kank- 


akee, Ill, in 1907, breeders were 
afraid to offer high prices for fear 
the strange type would not produce 
truly. But on the continued success 
of the originator of the breed the 
Polled Herefords became as_ stand- 
ardized as Polled Angus. ‘Their pop- 


ularity was increased by a show herd 
exhibited at many fairs in Canada 
and the United States. In 114 the 
bull Bullion IV won the grand cham- 
pionship of Canada.—Lethbridge Her 
ald.
